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Continuation of 3. NOTE: As noted in the body of the rejection and in the response to argments in the Final Rejection, the Tamura 
reference does clearly teach a time - temperature indicator, a freshness date indicator, and a temperature indicator, and the examiner is 
not persuaded by the arguments. The Paton reference also comprises a humidity/ temperature/ time indicator which cahnges to different 
colors depending on the exposure time, measuring discret levels which would also measure/ indicate the freshness of the material after it 
had been exposed to the environment.
